How often each week, 
for example, will she want to 
serve garden-fresh snap beans? 
As nearly as you can estim ate 
the family needs and plant to 
meet them, without having a 
surplus which will be wasted. 
It is probably true that your 
first estimate will not be exact, 
but it is much better than no 
estim ate at all. and with a little 
experience you will be able to 
keep your garden working all 
the time, and make available 
for your table all the vegetables 
you like, throughout their sea­ 
son.
